ments with tenants for the coming 
crop prompted the decision, the 
conferees said. 


The committee agreed, however, 


to increased payments in 1938 for 
the small farmers who would get 


printed in orange and blue, the roy- 
al colors. It said:

day. Jan. 31. 1938. throuah the grace 
of God is born the princess of Or- 
ange-Nassau, princess of Lippe Bi- 
eslerfeld, whereby the hearts de- 
sire of all Netherlands people is re 
alized.

and that he believed many other 
newcomers felt the same sense of 
detachment. 


When thousands of persons come 


to Washington to work for 
the 


government, many feel strange to 
their new surroundings and 
do 


not readily form church connec- 
tions. To make_ the newcomer re- 
alize that he is wanted—to urge 
him to join some church is the ob- 
ject of the "committee on religious 
life in the nation's capital." Here 
is how the purposes are formally 
expressed by the movement itself: 


Emphasize Religion 


"The committee seeks to empha- 


size the importance to the state, 
society and individuals, of religion 
and church attendance: to promote 
the spirit of religious toleration and 
mutual 
understanding, and to aid 


all residents of the city in becom- 
ing related to some local church 
of their own choosing. It includes 
in its scope all races, creeds, par- 
ties, and groups, but as over half 
of the 600.000 people in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia are mainly de- 
pendent 
upon 
governmental em- 


ployment for family support, and 
as about one-fifth are in federal 
and district service, it gives special 
attention to the needs of those re- 
lated to the government. 


"Through the cooperation of gov- 


ernment officials and others, from 
500 to 1.000 personal invitations arc 
sent each month to newcomers to 
•use the services of the committee 
in forming church connections, and 
it is known that mutually helpful 
relationships have resulted in many 
cases. The committee leaves each 
church—using the word 
in the 


broadcast sense to mean any or- 
ganized body of Protestants, Cath- 
olics, or Jews, or other religious 
groups—to work in its own way 
and under its own leadership to 
accomplish the common objective, 
this committee merely acting as a 
coordinating 
body, 
doing those' 


things that can only, or best, be 
cone by some central agency. 


"It seems important that the for- 


ces of religion at the nation's capi- 
tal should give a demonstration of 
their solidarity of interest and 
their capacity to cooperate in pro- 
moting the common cause of re- 
ligion, as well as of their convic- 
tion that spiritual values arc the 
essential basis for stability and pro- 
gress. It is especially needed at 
thjs time when m so many places 
the churches and religion itself are 
under attack. The movement has 
received hearty endorsements from j 
the president of the United States,' 
and many other leaders in public!

Reawakening 


It is an extraordinary thing that,

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THE PRESIDENT AND THE DEFENSES 


OF AMERICA 


Broadly speaking there are two phases 


to that vital thing known as our foreign 
policy. 


In his message to congress last Fri- 


day the President in urging further ap- 
propriations for 
the national 
defense 


touched upon but one. His conclusion 
that we are compelled to think of our 
own national safety until it is clear be- 
yond any doubt that we may safely limit 
armaments is too plain for debate. 
Any- 


one who can quibble over such an evident- 
ly honest statement will be found de- 
nouncing fire insurance even as his house 
is in flames. 


When Mr.'Roosevelt said that Ameri- 


ca cannot assume that our defense would 
be limited to one "ocean and one coast" 
or that we could proceed upon the as- 
sumption that the Panama Canal would 
be both safe and adequate he is adopting 
that broad and comprehensive view which 
has been advanced by our naval experts 
and is the only basis upon which to pre- 
pare because it is the safe basis that leaves 
nothing to chance. 


So far we believe the President will 


have unqualified support of the country. 


But the second phase of foreign policy 


is much more difficult for decision be- 
cause it presents a field that is full of 
uncertainties and in making a decision 
we are in clanger of abandoning our al- 
most perfect security 
in 
the Western 


Hemisphere for the "glory" of running 
the world, the sort of glory that Britain 
wishes she was through with, the most 
treacherous deluder of men and nations 
that has constantly for centuries led them 
to and sunk them in quagmires. 


We cannot know the President's atti- 


tude, upon this phase excepting by what 
he says and does. And what he says and 
does are not always consistent. 


At Chicago last fall he showed the re- 


sult in his speech of the high pressure 
and skillfully organized propaganda of 
Britain and France to enveigle us into 
what is politely called "a scheme for 
collective security," but which in fact is 
an attempt largely to relieve them of 
the burdens they carry now and which 
are due to their geographical location as 
well as their farflung empires. 


A newspaper may judge somewhat the 


extent of this insidious propaganda by its 
own mail containing numerous pamph- 
lets sent out by numerous organizations 
that are probably coordinated under one 
head and furnished with funds from one 
source. 


America must very resolutely put itself 


to the task of resisting this ceaseless din- 
ning of the thought that we must unite 
with others upon a course which, how- 
ever carefully worded with honeyed ex- 
pressions to lull us into security, is almost 
bound to lead us to war. 


America's security certainly is bound- 


ed by the Western Hemisphere. We would 
do very well to look out for that. We 
are capable with man power and battle- 
ments to protect that much. But as we 
nose into Europe and Asia our fortifica- 


• tions at home begin to crumble. 


Already Germany and Italy have es- 


tablished formidable authority in Mexico 
and Brazil. 
Heaven gave America the 


isolation or aloofness which we have. No 
one envied us our situation while it 
seemed 
a drawback. Now that it has 


become an asset of marvelous value we 
are asked to scrap it. 


Insofar as Europe and Asia combined 


are concerned we are safe, judged by the 
implements of war now in existence. Our 
own and only immediate danger lies in 
j 


- permitting either Europe or Asia to be- j 


come established in the Western Hemi- 
sphere or weakening ourselves by over- 


almost all her forces against the motorist. 
With all these ominous facts in hand, let 
us get down to the period in Outagamie 
county between Saturday, January 22, 
and Thursday, January 27.

Twelve persons were injured. 
Two persons were killed.

Once again we hear the sadly familiar 


echo: "carelessness and speed." Never was 
it more clearly proved than by these fig- 
ures. Motorists of Outagamie county can 
blame nine accidents, twelve injuries and 
two deaths during that short period only 
upon themselves. Bad driving conditions 
did not enter into the picture. 


When the hazard of snow is no longer 


here to constantly remind you to drive 
carefully, remember these figures. 
Re- 


member, also, that the ac?ident, injury 
and death record for 1938 is already con- 
siderably worse than it was in 1937 and 
1936. 


Then drive accordingly.

When last quoted, Republican 
leaders were very much opposed to the 
movement.

In this event we could 
only resent not having been let in on the 
secret.

I| is the same 
as that of the state Democratic organiza- 
tion with one exception: the Wisconsin 
Republicans compose the majority minori- 
ty party as contrasted to the Democratic 
minority minority status. Mr. Steinle prob- 
ably summed it up pretty well at Stevens 
Point when, observing that the big names 
in Republican and Democratic ranks were 
very much absent, he commented: they 
"are anxiously watching the movement, 
but they arc afraid to stick out their necks 
just now.''

Washington—When the president 


recommended at a press conference 
that it would be worthwhile for the 
nation to study the British labor act 
he emphasized that he was not 
sponsoring adoption of a similar 
system in the United States. 


It is likely enough that neither 


labor nor employer, in their pres- 
ent state of mind, would sleep quiet- 
ly at night with such legislation 
on the books. 


In the 1927 trade disputes «ct. 


which was enacted in the fury of 
public resentment at the general 
strike of 1926. is a section outlaw- 
ing "sympathy strikes." In Amer- 
ica sympathy strikes — or 
the 


threat of them—have been one of 
labor's most powerful tools. As a 
recent sample it may be recalled 
that during John L. Lewis' organ- 
izing campaign in "big steel" it 
was repeatedly pointed out that a 
supporting strike might be called 
in the "captive" 
(steel company 


owned) coal mines in event a steel 
wage settlement proved difficult.

ice-fishing during winter in these 
parts and your Broadway night 
crawler has just returned from a 
fine outing on a remote little lake 
which is situated in a drift of wild 
Jersey hills, 50 miles from 
New 


York. Ice-fishing is a boon from 
the Great Command to help worthy 
anglers break the out-season from 
November to June, and it requires 
a fine disregard for chilblains if 
one is to succeed. 


The ice on this lake was about 


six inches thick, just right for the 
sport, and with a hefty axe we 
chopped a dozen holes in the form 
of a crescent, about 15 yards apart.

an income return for 
a taxable 


year (calendar year 1937 or a fiscal 
year ending the last day of any 
month in 1937 other than Decem- 
ber) or for any taxable period in

must file with the return a 


copy thereof on the duplicate form 
(green paper), which will be pro- 
vided for that purpose, or a photo- 
static or photographic copy of the 
original return of no larger dimen- 
sions than the original return. Such 
copy must be a complete duplicate 
of the return except that the af- 
fidavits'on the duplicate form need 
not be filled in. The copy on the 
duplicate form must also include 
any schedules and statements at- 
tached to the original return except 
(1) schedule C-l (information to be 
furnished by corporations as to 
compensation of officers and em- 
ployees in excess of $15,000, (2) in 
the case of a fiduciary return the 
copy of the will or trust instru- 
ment, (3) in the case of a return 
made by an agent the power of at- 
torney on Form 935 or Form 936, 
snd (4) in the case of an insurance 
company the copy of the annual 
statement made to the State' insur- 
ance department. 


Any person who fails to file such

Children More Sensitive 


Than Grown Up People 


BV ANGELO PATRI 


"Helen Marie, why don't you try to do something with your hair? It's 


too bad that it has to be that color, and as stiff as a rake but surely you 
could do something with it to make you look less like a Fiji. If you only 
knew how very unattractive you are you would try to do something 
about it." 


Helen Mane is fifteen, self-conscious, fidgety, very shy. Her teachers 


know that she is intelligent, but they have great difficulty in getting her 
to express herself before other people. Reciting in class is an ordeal. She 
is moody and has no close friends as the other girls do. Her mother is 
troubled by all this and tries to get the child to be bright, attractive, 
friendly and popular; and to accomplish these ends she resorts to direct 
and sharp criticism. 


How would you feel toward the person who told you to your face that. 


>ou were a social failure and a mess generally? You would very likely 
choke with rage, and long to slay the truth-teller. The barbed arrow sticks 
in the flesh and you would writhe under the pain of it. And you would 
begin to think that maybe you were not as good, not as bright, not as at- 
tractive to other people as you had fancied. You would begin watching 
how other people treated you and 
find, booner or later, something in 
their attitudes to wound your spirit. 


Children are even more sensitive 


than grown up people. They suffer 
under direct and harsh 
criticism. 


Their leelings are 011 the surface. 
Little things are important to them. 
Their manners, their appearance, 
their abilities are 
all sources of 


worry to them, and they suffer 
•whenever they feel they have fail- 
ed in any one of these very import- 
ant phases of their lives. Children 
are not only people like ourselves, 
but they are more sensitive than we 
arc. They arc more easily wounded, 
more easily influenced by criticism. 
Personal remarks made to them, or 


about them in their hearing, are 
likely to do grave harm. 


Children need criticism, but it 


must be helpful. In order to make it 
helpful it must be made indirectly 
so that it does not wound 
their 


sensibilities. Whenever you turn to 
a child and say. "You," be on guard 
lest you forget yourself and say 
to that child what you would not 
dare say to an adult, or say it in a 
manner that you would not think 
of using to an adult. 


Bullying is never pretty. People 


who would scorn to bully a child 
do just that without realizing it, 
and when the child reacts to the 
method by retreating, they wonder 
what ails him. You cannot make a 
child friendly by telling him that
